At Luzciiae, in tin* ujjj«?r vailey of 


the Ariej?i.-, talc is quarried on an ex- 
tensive K-aie in ibu granite of Sr. Bar- j 
ihelejur, a mountain 7,700 fret high j 
and about ~0 miles froiu ihu main chain j 
of tlio Pyrenees. Tiio quarries, which ] 
are .situated abor.t two wiles from tlie { 
summit and 5,'JUO f;er. above the sea, ; 
are cpentu in a beuuoil deposit, included i 
between inicuschist- below aud lower J 
gilurian slates above, which has bec-n 
followed for abont 2,000 yards iu a; 
north and south direction, with a dip of j 
about (JO degrees to the east, the. thick- 
ness varying from 100 to 1,000 feet, as 
does also the composition. Masses of 
limestone and granite, the latter often 
of considerable size, are frequently found 
included in the silicate of magnesia, 
which also contains some, alumina. 


The best rock is of a brilliant white 


color and feels greasy to the touch when 
ground to fine powder. The principal 
quarry, at TrPinonin, is worked in the 
open, across tlio direction of the .bed, 
forming two or three terraces 50 feet 
high, the surface covering, 0 to 10 feet 
thick, having been lir.-ft stripped.

H is also quite probable 
that the committee vacancies -will be 
filled and that the tariff bill will be 
reported to the senate. 


For the rest. Senator Morgan 
will 


probably call up his Cuban resolution, 
the sundry civil appropriation bill 
may be passed, and Senator Hoar has 
given notice that he will move to have

Tel it was not long ere both 
of these had fallen from their high 
estate the one?being known far and 
wide as the Goat and the Com- 
passes, with a prancing beast and 
mathematical instrument conscien- 
tiously depicted on the signboard, 
and the other as'the alphabet, with 
all the letters from A to Z printed 
above the door. 


An exceedingly popular hostelry 


at a point from which several mail-- 
coaches formerly started .was origi- 
nally named Boulogne Mouth, in 
honor of a British victory gained at 
the mouth of Boulogne harbor in 
the reign of Henry--VOX but the 
"waterscape or .battle scene having 
after awhile become effaced by time 
and weather from the signboard 
some stupid Boniface thought lie 
was doing the proper thing when hw 
had painted an enormous mouth 
with a jocose little bull beneath. 
From that day-on the ulace figured 
as the Bull's Mouth1, 
"j-. '. 


The time was .when artists of note 


scorned not to try their 'prentice 
hand at the painting of signs, and 
many a Royal academician gave the 
public a lion or a unicorn, a magpie 
or a cockatrice, the last fabulous 
anunaljsopposed to'have-been hatch-; 
ed from a cock's egg by ia toad, be- 
ing for some unknown reason quite 
a favorite and represented as a ser- 
pent with a rooster's head.: Among 
these painters were-Charles Calton, 
one of the original Royal academi- 
cians ; Samuel Wade, who delighted 
in figures of Falstaff and other 
Shakespearean characters; Hogarth 
and Richard TVilson,— tippincott's.
